Karl Marx must be cringing in his grave.

This proposed surrender of the party's 
economic dictatorship is every bit as radical 
as the document's proposed surrender of 
the party’s 70-year political dictatorship, 

The platform paves the way for private 
ownership of factories, farms and 
scale equipment From there, it is only a 
matter of time before the Soviets allow 
private owners of capital to hire workers. 
And once that ideological bridge is crossed, 
the difference between the Soviet economy 
and the mixed economies of countries like 
Sweden will be a matter of degree. Commu- 
nism, as we know it, will have disappeared.
